called "I Fall to Pieces,” written by Harlan Howard and Hank Cochran. Patsy, however, didn't exactly share his en- 
thusiasm. She reportedly hated the tune but eventually agreed to record it. But the fireworks didn't end there. The 
day of the recording on Nov. 16, 1960, a fairly heated argument broke out between the feisty singer and Owen. 

The producer had worked up a lush, somewhat subtle arrangement for the song, which Patsy did not care for. 

But she ultimately relented. In the book / Foil to Pieces : The Music ond the Life of Potsy Cline , Ray Walker of The 
Jordanaires, who backed Patsy on the song, recalled, "Patsy was scared. She had never sung a song like 'I Fall to 
Pieces' before, and she didn't consider herself that kind of singer.'' It took a few tries, but Patsy finally nailed it to 
everyone's satisfaction. "I Fall to Pieces'' was released in 1961 and became Patsy's first No. 1 single that same year.

First, REMOVE the flesh from your 
avocado by halving it, removing the 
pit and then making slice marks to 
the skin to make it easier to remove. 
If your avocado is very ripe, you can 
scoop it out without cutting into it. 
MASH the avocado, leaving it a little 
chunky since as you add ingredients, 
it will be mashed more as you stir. 



STIR in chopped tomato, then salt and 
pepper to taste (Erika uses Himalayan 
sea salt). Then stir in chopped cilantro 
to taste. Don't use big pieces. ADD 
cayenne, cumin and crushed red 
pepper and stir thoroughly. ADD 
chopped red onion and garlic. 



Start with one jalapeno and taste 
it before adding the second. 
Remember that the seeds and 
membrane are where the heat is 
in a jalapeno, so you may want to 
remove it if your palate is sensitive. 



CUT one lime in half. If it is very juicy, 
you may want to stir in the juice of just 
one lime, so taste it afterwards before 
adding the juice of the second lime. 

If you ever find that your jalapenos are 
much hotter than you intended them 
to be, because no pepper is exactly 
the same, you can always add another 
avocado or tomato ora little more 
lime juice and it will dilute.

Tim McGraw 

Damn Country Music 

BIG MACHINE LABEL GROUP 




Eleven — That’s the number 
of tracks on Tim McGraw’s 
14th studio album, Damn 
Country Music. Also, on 
a scale of one to 10 — 10 
being the highest, loudest 
and best — in the words of 
Spinal Tap’s Nigel Tufnel, 
“This one goes to 11.” 

At 48, Tim sounds as 
fresh as, even fresher than, 
he did on his self-titled 
debut album more than 20 
years ago. The production 
team of Tim and Byron 
Gallimore have struck 
country music pay dirt with 
this incredible collection 
that balances contemporary 
and traditional styles 
with amazing subtlety, 
all without making Tim 
sound as if he’s trying to 
keep up with the younger 
stars — indeed, with Damn 
Country Music , he’s in the 



passing lane. 

Actually, not everything 
here is subtle. Tim’s cover 
of the Wesley Dennis 
classic “Don’t Make Me 
Feel at Home” honors 
traditionalism by staying 
true to the stone-cold 
country goodness of the 
original, while his Big 
& Rich collaboration, 
“California,” is a cool, 
crisp and contemporary 
West Coast answer to wife 
Faith Hill’s “Sunshine and 
Summertime.” 

Rest assured, the album 
doesn’t keep bouncing 
between yesterday and 
today, track by track. Damn 



Country Music is cohesive, 
beautifully sequenced and 
totally unapologetic for 
being . . . damn country 
music. Songs like “How I’ll 
Always Be” and the title 
track expressly convey that 
message. This collection 
is country without overtly 
using fiddle, steel and 
banjo. It’s country in its 
sensibilities and in the 
bright energy that makes 
even heartbreak songs like 
“Losin’ You” and “What’ 
You’re Looking For” feel as 
good as “Top of the World.” 
You know, Tim is hot 
(duh!) — not just musically, 
but physically. Still, he 



reminds us twice on this 
project that he’s a hot dad. 
Daughter Gracie proves to 
be a skillful vocalist, worthy 
of her legacy, when she 
joins her dad on the opening 
track, “Here Tonight.” Tim 
then wraps the album by 
dispensing the sweet and 
sage life advice of “Humble 
and Kind,” country’s 
waltzing version of Rod 
Stewart’s “Forever Young.” 
After repeated listens 
to Damn Country Music , 
the only fault may lie in 
the title. It should have 
been called Damn GOOD 
Country Music.

For a record utilizing three 
producers who each come 
in with differing strengths, 
this is a remarkably 
cohesive work. As the title 
more than amply implies, 
every cut on the album 
actually tells a story, one of 



the distinctly finer elements 
of country songwriting (jazz 
great John Coltrane once 
professed that he listened 
to country music because of 
“the stories”). Carrie places 
herself in the position of 
the “storyteller” in each 
song and pulls them off 
with equal aplomb and 
credibility (though at times 
a bit heavy on the bombast), 
whether the story centers 
on a wild and wily female 
in the rip-roaring opener 
“Renegade Runaway” or 
an abusive relationship 
(“Church Bells”). At times, 
though, the album suffers 
from overproduction and 
a noise level more suited 
to a rock album. That 
aggression leaves you 



unprepared for the eventual 
slowdowns like “Heartbeat,” 
featuring a backing vocal 
from Sam Hunt, or the 
closer, “What I Never 
Knew I Always Wanted,” 
a lovely meditation on 
marriage and motherhood 
inspired by Carrie’s 
own life. You do have to 
admire some of the risk- 
taking here, whether in 
subject matter or the vocal 
challenges required of her- 
check out the unusual, 
almost halting phrasing on 
the chorus of “Clock Don’t 
Stop,” for instance. Carrie’s 
never been in better voice, 
but a little more control in 
the production would have 
served her well.

You might picture sunny beaches and Hollywood hills when you 
think of California, but, as Leah’s “Cowboy Love” video demon- 
strates, the Golden State has plenty of ranch-ready countryside. 



S ome people have the 
wrong idea about 
California, and Leah 
Turner knows it. When 
she moved to Nashville, she was of- 
ten asked how there could possibly 
be country music in a state known 
for glitz, glam and movie stars. “I’m 
like, ‘Haven’t you ever heard of the 
Wild West?”’ she says with a laugh. 
She is, of course, talking about all 
of the old Western movies — loaded 
with cowboy ballads — that were 
filmed in Hollywood. Leah was born 
about 100 miles east of LaLa Land 
in the Morongo Valley, an area of 
California bustling with a country 
and Western lifestyle. 

“I was raised by a cowboy,” she 
says, her blond waves swinging as 
she flashes a bright, white smile 
any California girl would envy. 

“My dad is a professional team 
roper, so I grew up on the rodeo 



circuit. We were gone Thursday 
to Sunday chasing the rodeo with 
my dad. It was me, my mom and 
my dad with a horse trailer in the 
back with three or four horses and 
living quarters in the trailer.” 

So, Leah was already accustomed to 
life on the road before she ever went 
out on tour with Brad Paisley. She was 
also more than just a little familiar 
with how things worked when she re- 
turned to California to shoot the video 
for her new single, “Cowboy Love.” 

“We filmed it on a ranch in Indio, 
which is where they hold Stagecoach 
and Coachella,” she says. “My dad’s 
roping partner has cattle there that 
they practice roping with, so we 
used their ranch and horses.” 

Leah wasn’t just a pretty prop in 
the video, though. She was actually 
riding, pushing cattle and swinging 
saddles. “We used my dad’s champi- 
onship saddle and it was so heavy,” 



she notes. “I’m still so sore because 
I had to pick it up from the ground 
and throw it into the back of his 
truck like I was going to the ranch. 

It was so heavy, but it was fun and 
it felt good to be on horses and doing 
what I grew up doing.” 

Despite its bouncy tempo and 
poppy groove, “Cowboy Love” is a 
romantic song perfectly suited for 
Leah’s husky vocals. “It’s really 
about a man that stands by you and 
loves you and lets you be you,” says 
Leah. “And when you have a bad day, 
he says, ‘Let’s go to Vegas.’ He has 
strong hands and a tender touch and 
you just feel so safe in his arms. It’s 
a man that stands by you.” 

And who would that man be for 
Leah? “My dad has always been 
the one that stands by me,” she 
says, beaming. “And he happens to 
be a cowboy.”

J oe Nichols feels like a freak 
at the moment, and it’s not 
because his new single, 
“Freaks Like Me,” has re- 
cently been released to country ra- 
dio. Instead, it’s because he’s made a 
’70s-movie reference, and the flick in 
question has yet to come across the 
Netflix queues of his bright-eyed PR 
team. They are giving him the ole 
“chirping crickets” — you know, the 
awkward pause after a joke falls flat 
and the silence is so deafening you 
can hear crickets chirp. 

Joe, however, will not be deterred. 
If his rapier wit goes unrecognized, 
the 38-year-old will grind these 
proceedings to a halt. Imparting his 
movie wisdom to his younger staff 
takes precedent. Let’s rewind 30 
seconds prior. 

After a quick introduction and 
handshake at a recording studio on 
Nashville’s Music Row, Joe stops in 
his tracks, re-grips my hand, looks 
into my eyes and says, “My name is 
Jim, but most people call me . . . Jim.” 
That’s when he gets the bewildered 
looks — and cricket chirps — from his 
team. Joe scans the room in disbelief 
that his joke has tanked, pleading, 
“Anyone? Come on, anyone ?” 

This is not the first time my 
first name has sparked an allu- 
sion to the Gene Wilder zinger from 
the Mel Brooks-directed comedy, 
and I come to Joe’s aid by saying, 
“Yeah, Blazing Saddles.” That’s 
precisely the retort Joe was wait- 
ing for. Victory is his, and he begins 
a lengthy sidebar on the merits 
of “one of the greatest comedies 
ever.” From there, he digresses 
into quotes from a few of his other 
favorite movies, including Super 
Troopers and The Big Lebowski , 
which, he says, “My wife likes to 
call ‘idiot humor,’ but that doesn’t 
stop me from watching.” 

It’s just part of who he is. 

Likewise, Joe’s new single, “Freaks 
Like Me,” takes a coy approach at 
the same goal: being unapologetical- 
ly proud of who you are. It’s a point

"I can't believe it,'' says Joe. "Some 
days it feels like a lifetime ago and 
sometimes it feels like yesterday. But 
the best part is, I'm still here doing 
the music I want to do. When I got it 
into my mind that I wanted to be a 
musician, go to Nashville, make coun- 
try music, I asked myself who I would 
model myself after if I could. I always 
loved the way George Strait did things 
and how his career went. He kept his 
sound, kept it George Strait and tried 
to carry on a traditional message for 
all the decades he was in it— and still 
to this day. I always wanted to be like 
that and have longevity and be that 
constant country guy like George." 



single.’ Everyone was in agreement. 
We all loved it.” 

There was one problem: Justin 
Moore had the song on hold. But 
sometimes fate has a funny way of 
rearing its freakish head, and in this 
instance, it came in the form of geog- 
raphy. Both Justin and Joe hail from 
Arkansas, and those boys from the 
Natural State like to stick together, 
or at least help each other out when 
one gets stuck. Joe was stuck on 
“Freaks Like Me.” 

“It was really cool of Justin to acqui- 
esce once he saw how passionate I was 
about the song,” says Joe. “I reached 
out to him and said, ‘Man, thank you 
so much for being so cool about that. It 
was a very high-minded thing you did.’ 
He wasn’t cutting songs right away, 
so he said, ‘Man, go sing the fire out 
of it. I know you’ll do a good job on 
it.’ He’s another Arkansas boy, so I 
owe him one.” 



In September, “Freaks Like Me” 
was released as the first single from 
Joe’s forthcoming album, which 
is tentatively titled after the lead 
single and due out in early 2016. If 
“Freaks Like Me” is any indication, 
Joe’s new project will couple his 
traditional croon and guitar riffs 
with a contemporary energy that 
should make many of the tunes 
radio friendly. 

‘The new album has songs on 
there that are musically like “Freaks 
Like Me,” says Joe. “It’s a well- 
rounded album. We’ve got some 
good, big, power-driving message- 
songs like “Freaks Like Me,” we’ve 
got some meaningful, deep songs, 
we’ve got a little fluff and we’ve 
also got some intimate moments on 
there, too. So we kinda tried to cover 
all our bases, and I think we’ve got a 
really good album.” 

Just don’t expect the tradition- 



al-minded Joe to chase the latest 
trends. He knows the role he was 
meant to play, evidenced by his 
string of No. 1 hits, starting with 
“Brokenheartsville” on his sopho- 
more album in 2002 and capping 
with “Yeah” from 2013’s Crickets. 

“It’s me singing, so you know it’s 
gonna be a little more of a tradi- 
tional-feeling vocal,” he says. “I’m 
blessed by the limitation of my 
voice. I think that’s a very under- 
appreciated thing for me — I don’t 
appreciate it sometimes. That is, if 
I had a lot of different talents and 
I could do a lot of different things, 
sound a lot of different ways, I 
would probably explore that to the 
point of not being good at anything. 
I’m glad my voice only lets me sing 
country, it gives my mind a chance 
to butt out and just let it happen.”

CHRIS YOUNG expands his 
horizons on his new album , with 
a little help from his friends .

IT'S 2:30 P.M. on n beautiful 
October afternoon at Pinewood 
Social, a local bar and bowling 
alley on the edge of downtown 
Nashville. Chris Young and his 
pals Corey Crowder and Josh 
Huge, seated on modern* grey 
benches, have already ordered 
appetizers and are cracking up 
over an inside joke as they slide 
on their howling shoes. 

“We have a lot of inside jokes** 
Josh explains, without offering to 
elaborate. 

"Wr do and most of them will nev- 
er see the light of day** Chris says 
with a mischievous 
grin on his face, 

M As long as no 
one gets a hold of 
our text stream* 
we should be fine," 

Josh adds. 

The text stream, 
they later explain, 
consists of song 
ideas, inside jokes 
and the day-to- 

day banter that is the standard 
of dose friendships. As the 
conversation turns to whether or 



m 
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not they will keep score, the three 
guys are exuberantly talking 
smack over who will win and 
what nicknames to choose. One 
thing is immediately dear: the 
competition may not be fierce, 
but, with the steady barrage of 
jokes those throe supply, it will 
definitely be entertaining, 

"We don't have to keep score* 
Josh says. 

"Oh no, we are totally keeping 
score," insists Chris. 

*The idea is to knock all of the 
pins down* right?" Corey deadpans. 

While they may not be printing 
them on the back 
of bo wling league 
T-shirts anytime 
soon, the guys’ 
nicknames give 
further insight into 
a friendship that 
gives them the 
freedom to be who 
they are, respect- 
fully poke fun at 
each other and not 
take themselves or each other too 
seriously God, calm mid easygoing 
Chris opts for the more literal "CY."

“We’ve got to come up with a 
more creative nickname for me,” 
Chris says, laughing. Corey is be- 
stowed with “Lion King 7 ’ and Josh 
has the dubious honor of being 
called “Deer Hooves ” 

The entire group erupts into 
laughter — this is obviously one of 
those inside jokes. 

“It all started one afternoon when 
I saw this quote and then told this 
funny story about how somebody 
said something about a lion,” ex- 
plains Corey. “OK, it doesn’t sound 
very funny but it became funny be- 
cause everybody started buying me 
lion stuff that I didn’t want. Next 
thing I know I’m the lion guy. I have 
hats, stuffed lions, things that hang 
from your mirror — it is terrible.” 
‘This stuff is all over his studio,” 
Chris explains. “But there isn’t an 
actual valid reason for him to have 
a bunch of lion stuff.” 

“And Fm deer hooves, because 
my feet are tiny,” Josh jokes, before 
bowling his first frame. “Like I 
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might fall over.” 

This irreverent, friendship Is 
the heartbeat of Chris’ fifth studio 
album, I'm Cornin' Over , which ar- 
rived Nov. 13. Together, the three 
men wrote more than half of the 
songs on the record, including the 
hit single “I’m Cornin’ Over” — cur- 
rently a Billboard Top 5 country 
song and already certified gold, 
with more than 11 million video 
views on VEVO. Chris and Corey 
co-produced the album— marking 
Chris’ first time to take the helm 
over conceiving, writing, producing 
and recording an album, 

“That was fun for me* Producing 
is something I’ve always wanted 
to do and it was really important 
to me to do on this project,” says 
Chris. “And there is nothing better 
than being able to do it with some- 
one who is as talented as Corey is 
and sees music the same way T do.” 
A native of Loganville, Ga., 

Corey began his musical career as 
a touring artist. His songs have 
been heard in Nashville, One Tree 



Hill and The Biggest Loser , and 
recorded by Chris, Eric Paslay, A 
Thousand Horses and many oth- 
ers. Josh grew up in Franklin, 
Tenn., surrounded by jazz and 
rock musicians, and landed a 
major pop label deal but stopped 
recording around 2010. He’s since 
written songs for everyone from 
The Backstreet Boys and Jesse 
McCartney to the Randy Rogers 
Band and Justin Moore. 

Between the endless one-liners 
and undeniable familiarity it is 
hard to believe that Chris, Corey 
and Josh only started writing and 
hanging out together a little more 
than a year and a half ago. And 
while he comes across as the laid- 
back jokester of the group. Josh 
actually had the foresight to bring 
the three of them together. 

“Josh and I have known each 
other forever” Chris says. “Josh 
and Corey have known each other 
forever but up until a year and a 
half ago, Corey and I didn’t really 
know each other at all.”

Josh called me one day and 
said /Man, you have to come in 
and write with me and this guy 
Corey Crowder, We are getting 
some really good stuff?” 

Corey was playing in a soft' 
ball game when the call came. He 
ended up canceling another writ- 
ing appointment to meet with 
Josh and Chris, 

“I kept thinking, ‘What if he 
doesn’t show up and here I’ve can- 
celed this other co-write?*” Corey 
recalls, “I was nervous until he 
walked in the door” 

‘That first day in the writing 
room was so fun/ adds Chris, “We 
laughed the entire time. It felt 
natural to write a song together. 

We vvrote ‘Alone Tonight* that day. 

It ended up being the first song we 
wrote for the record and we all loved 
it. From there we decided to keep 
writing together until it didn’t make 
sense anymore. We liked almost 
eveiything we created together” 
That collaborative chemistry 
deepened their friendship to some- 
thing reminiscent of lifelong pals, 
with the requisite pranking and 
teasing. Josh pulls out his phone 
to show a high- school -era press 
photo of Chris that he’s saving 
for a rainy day Not to be outdone, 
Corey confesses he has an au- 
dio recording of Chris singing the 
female parts on 'Think of Me/ a 
duet with Cassadee Pope and one 
of the album’s handful of collabora- 
tions (see sidebar). A vocal with a 
high C ’-sharp that the guys jokingly 
explain no human being should be 
able to hit, Cassadee nailed it per- 
fectly on every take. 

“She sang it three times and 
never missed it. She is a phenom- 
enal singer/ Chris says, before 
turning to Corey. “Hold on, do 
you really have a recording of me 
singing the female vocals?” 

‘Wes 1 do/ Corey says with a 
sneaky grin. “It’s a Chris Young se- 



cret I'm holding onto for a while/ 
As the three guys spent more 
time together, the easier their co- 
writes became no matter if they 
were at dinner, watching football 
or just hanging out, 

“We didn’t have to get together 
and catch up on what’s been going 
on in our lives because we were 
hanging out all the time/ says 
Josh. “We all knew what was going 
on with the other one.” 

“Even when we weren’t hang- 
ing out together, we’d go back and 
forth over text with song ideas/ 
adds Chris. “After writing together 
for a while, I put a playlist togeth- 
er of the songs we had written, lis- 
tened to the demos Corey built in 
the studio and knew this is what I 
wanted my album to sound like?’ 
Their friendship proved to be 
a turning point for Chris. With 
a passionate belief in the music 
they were creating and a confi- 
dence that comes from life experi- 
ence and the willingness to take 
some risks, Chris personally wrote 
a check and quietly recorded six 
songs for the record, 

“We didn’t do it in complete se- 
crecy/ Chris says before bowling 
a spare and taking the lead, “The 
label knew we were going in to 
cut. But I basically said, Tf you 
don’t like it, Fll eat the cost of 
recording these songs? And man, 
that can [get] expensive quick. 
The funny thing is, as much as 
Corey and I changed some things 
on this record, I didn’t necessar- 
ily feel the pressure to change. It 
didn’t feel like we were trying to 
fit a square peg in a round hole. 

It just always felt good, natu- 
ral and right. But I don’t think 
I would be in the position I am 
in or writing and recording the 
songs that we are if I wasn’t do- 
ing it with these two guys/ 
Trusting their instincts paid off. 
When Chris went in to play the 
new songs for the label executives 



at Sony Music Nashville, they told 
the three-man team to keep going. 

With clear focus and direction, 
each of the guys drew from each of 
their personal experiences to w r rite 
the songs still needed for the re- 
cord, especially Chris. 

“1 think Chris is now in a posi- 
tion where he can write from a 
more personal standpoint,” says 
Josh. “Tm Cornin’ Over’ was Chris’ 
idea and a story that belongs to 
him. At this point, we have all lived 
through some things — separately 
and together — and it’s so much eas- 
ier to write the deeper stuff w T hen 
you are writing with close friends.” 

“It was a personal situation that 
gave me that idea and I think it is 
something everyone can relate to/ 
Chris says of ‘Tm Cornin’ Over.” 
“Unless you are Corey and mar- 
ried your high school sweetheart. 

He wanted to call the song Tm Still 
Cornin’ Over’ for his wife. That’s the 
beauty of co-writing. You come with 
an idea from your life and build on 
top of it by drawing from everyone 
else’s personal experiences/ 

As much as they love to joke 
around, it is clear that the admi- 
ration and respect Chris, Josh and 
Corey have for their unique gifts 
and talents is the heartbeat of 
their friendship. 

“I’m am so glad that I not only 
got to make this album, but that 
I was able to make it with both 
of them/ says Chris. “This record 
came from the three of us creating 
music that we ail enjoy togeth- 
er. These are my guys and I love 
that we get to share a full album. 
There are so many cool things I 
think people will hear when they 
listen to this record and really live 
with it. I want people to want to 
put it on repeat and listen to it 
again and again/ 

“Maybe the title of this article 
should be called ‘Deer Hooves, 
Lions, Oh My/’ offers Josh. “Chris 
can be the ‘Oh My?” NCW

OLD FRIENDS, NEW TRACKS 



THE BRETT EFFECT 



Both BRETT BEAVERS and 



MUSIC ROW’S SONGWRITING community 
is a close-knit one, but oddly, it can con- 
tain longtime friends who almost never sit 
in the same room to work on a song. Such 
is the relationship between Brett James 
and Brett Beavers, whose friendship goes 
back to the days when they both attended 
Baylor University in Waco, Texas. Even 
though they’ve both 
made it big as songwrit- 
ers in Nashville, the two 
rarely collaborate. 

Recently, their sched- 
ules permitted them to get 
together to see what kind 
of magic could happen in 
the writing room — or in 
this case, Brett James’ 
studio barn, located on the 
outskirts of town. 

Leading up to that day, 

Brett Beavers had been 
pondering various ideas 
and angles to bring to 
the table, one of which he 
just couldn’t shake even 
weeks after it emerged. 

“I just remember driving 
around town with this 
little idea of ‘we may not 
be around in 100 years, 
but they’re gonna know 
we were here,”’ he recalls. 

“I knew I was going to be 
writing with Brett, so I 
was pretty excited about 
sharing it with him.” 

And for multiple reasons — not only did 
Brett feel that his hook allowed for a sense 
of rebelliousness within the song, but also 
because it had a vibe that fit Jason Aldean’s 
sound and style. “I was really wanting to take 
a swing at getting on Jason’s record,” he says. 
“I have never been on one of his albums, and 
he is one of our genre’s biggest superstars. 

For a songwriter, on any given day, you’re try-

ing to land a song on that album.” 

With that in the back of his mind, he re- 
vealed his hook to Brett James, whose ap- 
proach to songwriting, he explains, often in- 
volves having a certain artist in mind. “I think 
we both were shooting for Jason from the be- 
ginning, and it definitely sounded like Jason to 
me when we started digging into that hook.” 
The initial idea soon 
took on a Bonnie-and- 
Clyde story line of how 
short and crazy life can 
be. “We got onto that kind 
of ‘live free, live hard and 
die young’ idea,” Brett 
James says. “We loved 
that idea of ‘let’s see what 
happens and not worry 
about the consequences.’

kind of smart.” 

“He pretty much put 
the ‘Brett James money 
stamp’ on the lyrics in that 
song,” says the other Brett 
in praise of his co-writer. 
“He fortunately changed 
[the lyric] from 100 years 
to 20 years, which kept it 
a little bit more immedi- 
ate. From there, we had a 
pretty good handle on it.” 

It worked out nicely for 
all involved after the demo 
was made. Jason Aldean 
heard the song, loved it 



and recorded it for his Old 
Boots, New Dirt album. He released it as the 
project’s fourth single, and the rest, as they 
say, is history. 

“I’ve had some good luck in that barn,” 
Brett James says, smiling. “I’ve written some 
other hits in that barn, and I love that me 
and Brett finally have a hit together now, es- 
pecially on a song written there.”
